The Car- 
dinal signs hiniself to the essay “* Henry Ed-. 
ward, Cardinal Archbishop.” In the course 
of the article he says: 

Are we then a courageous people? What form 
ot courage for the faith or for the battietield 
is wanting in Ireland? What self-command ana 
inflexible persistence in duty can surpass the 
courage of the peopie of Scotiand? What shall an 
Englishman say of the people of England? 
We may leave it to our enemies to answer 
for us. Weare well abdtised, and criticised, and 
railed at by foreign nations, but no one has ever 


said that Eoglishwen are cowards, What bas 
buflt up the British Empire? In one word, 
the courage ot Englishmen, Irishmen, 
and Scotchmen, the inberitance of 
the courage of Britons and Celts 


and Saxons and Scandinavians, and Danes and 
Nermans. These races bave left their mark 
upoo the world. This great Empire is une link 
in the chain which draws out the history of the 
world. It is our responsibility and our day 
ot visitauon. If we bave not the courage to 
keep it up, we shall deserve the shame of cow- 
ardice if we give it up. And ia the day in which 
we betray our trust tothe millions under our 
sway the evergy which goes out of Engiand, and 
Ireiand, and sScotiand will tind no training- 
ground for high and just deeds in civilization, 
and, if the stern necessity arise, in warfare.

LAND-REFORM MEETING. 

- The land-reform meeting this evening in 
St. James’ Hall was iarge and enthusiastic. 
The principal speaker was Michael Davitt. 
He deprecated appeals to passion and 
counseled calmness and, steady persist- 
ence. He said that those who were 
agitating for an improvement of 

law governing the ownership of land 
had no desire to make threats, and did not 
propose anything which would tend to sub- 
vert society. There was, however, manifest 
injustice toward the workingmen in the 
present interpretation of existing laws, and 
the agitation which had 
auspiciously begun should be continued 
until a remedy was obtained. He 
formulated the creed of the National League, 
saying that it held that landiordism.was theft. 
He advised that the masses should combine 
to eradicate the system, and concluded by 
saying that this lingering relic of feudalism 
must be uprooted—gently, if possible, but if 
in its fall it dragged down other fetiches, so 
much the worse for the fetiches.

DEATH OF GEN. DE CORDOVA. 

Lonpon, Oct. 30.—Gen. Don Fernando 
Fernandez de Cordova, tormerly Captain- 
Genera! of Cuba, is dead, in his 91st year. 

{He was born at Madridin 1792. His studies 
were conducted at the Madrid Military School, 
andin 1810 he entered the army, where, in the 
Napoleonic wars, he acquired all the military 
grades. After having survived all the Govern- 
ments that succeeded that era in Spais, in 1541, 
inconj unction with Gen. Concha and Don Diexo 
Leon, he was seriously involved in the iusur- 
rection against Esparto which was excited by 
Gen. UO’ Donnell. He afterwards attached him- 
self to thé partyof Moderate $Progresists, called 
Salamancans. In September, 1547, he was fortwo. 
mouths Minister of War, and became General 
Commanding in the Spanish infantry. He wasin 


Italy in 1849 with tne corps of Spanish troops 


which had been dispatched to that country to 
aid in re@stablishing the Pope. The 8th of 
March, 1450, he was nomiuvated tor the Captain- 
Generaisbip of Cuba, and in the ensuing year 
assumed the duties of bis position. Inthis year, 
also, he became Director-General of the Cavalry 
of the Kingdom. Ov the outvreak of the revo- 
lution of 1864 at Madrid, Gen. de Carduva was 
called by Queen Elizabeto to form a new Cab- 
inet. He ceclined this duty; but be bad uo 
hesitation in ordering his suldiers, io the 
name of the Queen, to fire on the in- 
surgents of the Cupital. With the. success of 
the. insurrectioniats, he beat a basty retreat 
from Madrid the night of July {27-28 and 
sought refuge in France. The turn of the polit- 
icdl wheel in 1856 enabled Gen. de Cordova to 
return to Spain, where te resumed his rank 
among the Spavish Generals. In September, 
1864, he was:made Minister ot War in the Cabi- 
net of Narvaez, In 1868 Ve Cordova, in common 


| with most of the Spanish officials and grandees, 


took part io the Prim revolution against Queer 
Isabella, which resulted in the regency form of 
government in that countrv. He was again ap- 
pointed Captain -General of Cuba in 187u, and in 
the following year Minister of State ad interim 
at Madrid.]

Advantages of the New Road Over “the Central 
Pacific—The Men Who Are In- 


terested. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., Oct. 30.—| Special. ] 
—There appears to be some prospect of a 
new overland line, not controlled by the 
Central Pacific. An organization calied the 
United States Central Railroad was incor- 
porated a few days ago in Colorado, and 


today the incorporating stockholders 
met in this city and elected  of- 
ficers. The reason given for in- 


corporating in Colorado is that the franchise 
tax in that State is much less than in Cali- 
fornia.- The new company is formed by 
uniting the Ocean Shore and California Cen- 
tral Companies, organized in Nevada, Utah, 
and California about three years ago. The 
road will have a main line ‘1,200 miles long, 
extending from San Francisco to Denver, 
and 300 miles of branches. 
THE ROUTE. 

The San Francisco terminus will be at 
North Beach. ‘Thence tne route extends by 
way of Golden Gate Park to the ocean shore, 
which it follows to Santa Cruz. From the 
latter place it runs eastward, crossing the 
coast range south of Gilroy. Passing across 
the San Joaquin Valiey, it intersects the 
Southern Pacific near Madeira Station. It 
then ascends the western slope of the Sier- 
ras, crossing the summit in the vicinity of 
Mariposa Big Trees. Descending the east- 
ern slope of the Sierras, it passes through 
Southern Nevada and Southern Utah to its 
destination. 

The road is already located something 
like 800 miles east from San Francisco 
aud 200 miles west from Denver, atid will, 
when completed, be the shortest road, over 
the easiest grades, between the two cities. 
Should no difficulty ‘be encountered in ob- 
taining entrance to San Francisco the road 
will prove a formidable competitor to the 
Central Pacifie. 

CONNECTIONS AND OTHER ADVANTAGES. 

At Denver it connects with the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, and a branch line 
from Crystal Springs, in Southern Nevada, 
will meet the Atlantic & Pacific in Arizona. 
In Utah connection will be made with the 
Utah Central Railroad for Ogden. } 

The route of the new railroad will possess 
many advantages throughout its entire 
length which the Central Pacific does not 


+ have. The latter road runs for hundreds of 


miles through unproductive regions, while 
the new road will pass through timber and 
agriculturai sections in California and open 
up new mining districts in Nevada and 
Utah. Its proximity to the Yosemite Valley 
will naturally give it considerable passenger 
traffic. 

It is proposed to begin work at each end 
and at two other places at the junctions of 
other railroads. The capital stock is $%,- 
090,000. The time to complete the line is 
within five years. ‘There is no scarcity of 
labor, as the Northern Pacific has discharged 
as many men as will be required for a good 
start. Itis also assured the requisit capital 
will be forthcoming.

PERE HYACINTHE. 


A Farewell Discourse at Paris 
Prior to Departing for the 
United States. 


An Outline of What the Speaker In. 
tends to Do During His Stay 
in America. 


Panis, Oct. 15.—{Special Correspondence. } 
—The suwall Catholic Gallican church in the 
Rue d’Arras was yesterday afternoon filled 
to its utmost capacity on the announcement 
that Loyson—better known as Pére Hya- 
¢cinthe—would deliver his farewell address 
prior to his departute for Canada and the 
United States. It has been known for some 
time past that M. Loyson had failed here to 
meet with that financial support for his work 
which the number of his professing sympa- 
thizers had led him to anticipate. When 
the church was in the Rue Rochechouart, in 
the northern portion of the city, the seces- 
sion of the father trom the Romish Chyrch 
was sufficiently recent to induce large num- 
bers of persons, attracted chietly by curiosi- 
ty, to flock around the great orator. Paris 
contains thousands of men and women who, 
having lost faith in the ceremonials of Rom- 
ish worship, have been seeking for tresn light 
and new associations in an ecclesiastical di- 
rection. it was at first thought that many of 
these might find their sought-for chureh 
home in the Reformed Gallican Chureh 
established by the man who had electritied 
multitudes by his sermons in Notre Dame 
Cathedral. ‘The hopes thus awakened were, 
however, doomed t disappointment. It was 
soon feund that at new - Gailican 
Church mass was performed in very much 
the same fashion «as in any Roman 
Catholic place of worship, with the sole 
exception that the French language was 
used instead of the Latin. ‘The same promi- 
hence was given to the doctrine of transub- 
stantiation, the people crossed themselves as 
of yore, the priests made obeisance before the 
altar; and even the low Kneeling-chairs of the 
Romish Church were retained. When it was 
understood that M. Loyson’s much-vaunted 
reforms were to be limited to a denial of the 
authority of the Pope and to fulminations 
against the priesthood being held to celibacy, 
Pére Hyacinthe tound himself deserted alike 
by the anxious inguirers abvove alluded to 
and by many Protestants who had hitherto 
believed that a modern Luther had torn him- 
self free from the friar’s fetters.

By this 
plan goods are sold ostensibly on the usual 
terins as to time gf payment, but the notes 
given for them are ‘dated ahead, so that a 
sixty-day promise to pay may really be a five 
months’ promise to pay, as it may not begin 

to run for three months, This is practically 
-@ return to the wofst excesses of speculative 
credits. The old abuses, as Mark ‘Twain 
onee said of the vices of the Sandwich Isl- 
ands in summing up the results of missionary 
effort, ‘no longer exist in name but only in 
reality.” | 

Inquiry leads to the belief that tho at- 
tention is newly called to this evasion of the 
reformed practice in credits, it has existed 
for along time and has been indulged in to 
an extent thatit not summarily chetked 
may comprofhise the stability of many mer- 
cantile house’. As our correspondent points 
out, this dating ahead is hurtful both to the 
buyer and the seller. 1t is not like the quali- 
ty of mercy, which blesses hip: that gives 

him that takes. Eastern manufacturers 
loaded with ovo of goods, produced 
far in excess of th8 absorptive capabilities of 
the markets, have been willing to make al- 
most any terms to get buyers to take part of 
the burden off their shoulders. Weak buyers 
have p willing to incur almost any obli- 
gations to procure goods that conservative 
merchants would have refused to trust them 
with, and many interior merchants who 
were not weak have allowed themselves to 
be seduced by this ease of purchase into lay- 
ing in much larger stocks of goods than they 
would ever have dreamed of taking undera 
closer system, . 

One of the nost dangerous features of such 
commercial vice is, that it accelerates every 
deteriorating tendency. It is not the first- 
class houses that are affected by it. The 
manufacturers Whose resources are already 
strained, the country merchants whose credit 
is just a trifle off, are the ones who are in- 
volved most deeply and allured to a procras- 
tinated failure—all the more disastrous to 
them and the community because delayed. 
Men who have been betrayed into specula: 


tive losses which they hope aturn in the mar- 


ket may enable them te make good, greedily 
avail themselves of all such devices to post- 
pone the inevitable day of reckoning. The 
fruits of. this practice are now maturing 
around us. These postdated bills are com- 
ing due as the end of the year approaches. 
The hopes of an upward turn in the markets 
have not been realized. ‘Tie prospect that 
they will be fulfilled in time to help out 
those who are “in the hole” does not grow 
brighter. 

Like our correspondent, we have not 
much confidence that exhortations will stop 
this practice. Children do not learn the pe- 
culiar properties of fite by precept. Every 
era of speculative sinning has to work out its 
atopement by works meet for repentance. 
The atonement of those who trade recklesly 


must nine times out of ten be worked out. 


tirough their destruction. This country is 


now sullering from a twofold sin; on one 


side conscious, on the other unconscious. 
The conscious sin is the speculation in which 
s0 many have indulged in their regular busi- 
ness and out of it. The unconscious is the 
overproduction into which manufacturers 
have been led by the encouragement offered 
bv the tariff. For both the day of reckoning 
is at hand. The shrinkage will continue till 
those who are hoping against hope for a 
previdential interference with price-lists for 
their personal and peculiar advantage have 
been squeezed off their perch. It will con- 
tinue until the conditions of overproduction 
have been removed, Just as long as there 
are three men at work where two could 
supply the demand for cotton, glass, iron, or 
‘woolen, the fight tor survivorship must go 
on. J 

Viewed in this light, the practice of dating 
bills ahead is seen to be not so much a cause 
of financial unsoundness as itseif the effect 
of a deeper cause—the overproduction of 
manufactures and the excess of business and 
personal speculation. The “rallies” and 
booms that speculators are praying for are 
not likely to come untilthe purgation needed 
to remove the evil apnsequences of these in- 
disecretions has been thoroughly accom- 
plished. If there is ene thing more healthy 
than another in business it is precisely such 
a dose of alteratives as the country is now 
being treated to by the irresistible prescrip* 
tions of the “laws of trade.” That no one 
likes the dose is one of the surest evidences 


that it is wholesome. 


NEW YORK AND CHICAGO TAXES. 

New York has double the population of 
Chicago.. ‘Its municipal debt is eight times 
that of Chicago and its taxpayers contribute 
more than four times as much annually for 
the support of local government. This is 
the fruit of uninterrupted Democratic rule 
for the last forty years. Democratic har- 
mony in New York means additional plun- 
der. The appropriation for municipal ex- 
penditures this year is $30,593,535, which is 
an increase of $1,180,704 over the avpropria- 
But in view of a coalition 
among the factions and a division of the 
spoils among a larger number of “ workers”’ 
and “‘ strikers.the heads of the New York 
departinents ask an addition of about $4,500,- 
000 for the appropriation of next year. In 
other words, Democratic harmony costs “as 
huch additional to the taxpayers as the en- 
tire municipal taxation of Chicago and near- 


ly as much as Chicago taxpayers contribute 


for Siate, county, city, town, and park taxes, 
which aggregate less than $6,000,000 a year. 
The last annual report of the Controller of 
New York showed that the total amount of 
real-estate taxes remaining unpaid at the 
end of the fiscal year was $8,088,150. The 
defaulted taxes on real estate alone were 
greatly in excess of the tvtal tax on al! kinds 
of property for all purposes in Cook County. 

A comparison between the finances and 
taxation of New York and those of Chi- 
cago is calculated to make the Chicago tax- 
payer contented with ; lot. notwithstand- 
ing the manifold shortkomings and abuses 
of local government. t is better to be 
stinted than to be rgbbed. But it is 
also important that the reason for Chi- 
cago’s comparative imfnunity from plunder 
should be taken into account. In the first 
place, the domination of the Democratic 
party and of the elements which combine to 


assure its local supremacy in large cities is 


of recent origin iu Chicago, and the Demo- 
cratic machine has never yet secured a foot- 
holdin both City and State Governments 
Whieh warranted an attempt to repeal the 
legal limitations on tax-eating and the jn- 
auguration of a wholesale system of plun- 
der.

the rate of taxation for municipal purposes 
to 2 per cent on the assessed yaluation of 
property.

| view of a prevailing rate of assessmént not 
exceeding one-third of ‘the cash value of | 


taxable property, and that rate of assessment 
has been retained by a'system of equaliza- 
tion at the hands of a State Board. It is to 
these cunditions Chieago owes its escape 
from the greed and rapacity of the politi- 
clans. 

It has already become apparent in Chica- 
go, however, that the Democratic machine 
is gaining courage with prolonged power, 
and that the Democratic politicians look for- 
ward with great longing to the time when 
the restrictions to locag plunder shall be re- 
moved. A desperate effort was made last 
winter to progure from the State Legislature 
an exemption of the cost of constructing the 
City-Hall from the limitation of 2 per cent 
for general municipal taxation; the scheme 
might have succeeded had it not been for 
the prompt and vigorous denunciation of 
Tur Trrpung. Had it succeeded it would 
have been an entering wedge for overfurn- 
ing all existing restrictions in -time, or at 
least opening up so many exemptions that 
the limitation of the law would become of ho 
avail. The leader of the local Democracy, 
now Mayor of the city, has on more than one 
oceasioh suggested an agitation for a consti- 
tutional amendment which shall abandon the 
limit upon municipal indebtedness, and if 
the valuation of taxable property were under 
control of the same men who disburse the 
taxes in this city there is no doubt that the 
assessments would already be twice or thrice 
as much as they are now, and local taxes 
would be increased in proportion. 

A small debt, low assessments, and a lim- 
ited rate of taxation will continue in the 
future to be of immeasurable advantage to 
Chicago, as they have been in the past, if 
the existing limitations and restrictions can be 
retained, But the people must be wary and 
vigilant to protect themselves from the 
schemes of the tax-eating class. If ever the 
control of the State Government be permitted 
to pass into the hanas of the Democrats, 
along with the control of the Chicago City 
Government, there will be great danger of a 
formidable assault upon all the bulwarks 
of constitutional and statutory protection 
against plunder. If they shall ever be bat- 
tered down by any political force there will 
be no restraint upon the army of taxeaters, 
and Chicago will be as sorely tax-ridden as 


MONEY -WASTED ON WHISKY. 

‘The Daily Report of Sar Fraucisco takes 
exception to the testimony of Mr. Medill be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Education and 
Labor, and tries to show that he made the 
very common mistake of looking at the ques- 
tion of wages squandered for liquor and 
tobacco from one point only. A grogshop 
organ rejoicing in the name of the Journal 
of Freedom and Rights approves the views 
of the Daily Report, as might be expected. 
It says: 


He [Mr. Medill] apparently considers that all 
money expended by workingmen for liquor and 
tobacco is lost to them, whereas that vast sum— 
say five hundred millions per annum—did not 
leave the ranks of the workingwen to any great 
extent. it changed bands, it is true, and per- 
haps passed through several intermediaries, as 
the suloonkeeper and the distiller, but compara- 
tively little stuck to either of those middlemen; 
most of it passed straight on uatil it reached 
the laborers who did the work and the farmers 
who svld the corn or bariey. . . . Eeonom- 
ically the money is not lost, it is merely trans- 
ferred to other bands. 

A large portion of the money paid by A 
laborers fur their liquor goeato other iabort 
who raise the bopsand the grain from which 
these invigorating beverages are made, and to 
the distillers, brewers, coopers, draymen, and 
others coonected more or less directly with the 
brewing and distillery business. 


The San Francisco journal, it will be 
seen, does not deny that about $500,000,000 of 
the earnings of the wage-classes go for In- 
toxicants, but contends that it is not lost, 
*‘it is merely transferred to other hands ”— 
to the hands of the 250,000 grog-venders of 
the country,,.who are consumers of other 
products. The money, it is admitted, passes 


000,000 is not all the loss. While spending 
this amount the wage-earners spend time, 
impair health, and render themselves inca- 
pable of effective and skillful work. ‘Time is 
also lostin getting over the effects of the 
liquid poison. This waste of time and en- 
ergy and health is sheer loss, not only to the 
workingmen, but to the community in which 
they live. dtis not too much to say that the 
impairment to health by the intemperate use 


is spent in money. So that while the ap- 
parent loss to the workingmen is but $500,- 
000,000, the real loss’ is double that amount— 
$1,000,000,009 ! 

As to the return of the money paid over the 
bar to other laborers, to farmers, brewers, 
etc. Not25 per cent of it passes from the 
hands of the grogevenders. It is a moderate 
estimate to say that 66 per cent of the mis- 
spendings of the wage-workers are absorbed. 
by the liquor retailers. There is no other 
business in which the retailer’s profits are so 
great. These persons who produce nothing 
are highly organized absorbents. They are 
sponges that yield nothing. They aredrones 
in the social hive who subsist on the honey 
gathered by the working bees. They live off 
others, ‘They add not one penny to the pub- 
lic wealth. The effect of their business is to 
injure the wealth-producers and disable 
them. The grog-venders dispense that which 
damages them mentally, and their customers 
physically and morally. ‘Their operations re- 
Ssultin adding burdens to the community. 
If the liquor traffic should be suspended in 
this country, the farmers might grow less bar- 
ley perhaps, but they would grow more oats, 
and raise more cattle, hogs, and poultry, and 
the workingmen would have more money to 
invest in meat and bread, clothing and furni- 
ture, in building houses, and in adding to 
their creature and social coinforts, and thus 
giving profitable employment not only to the 
farmer and the manufacterer, but to one an- 
other. The brewer and distiller would invest 
their capital in productive business, which 
would give employment where there would 
be no risk of workimgmen first becoming sots 
and then burdens on the taxpayers. The 
amount of corn employed inthe manufacture 
of whisky is hardly worthy of consideration. 
lt is not J per cent of a year’s crop.

can trade. We enjoy many great advan- 
tages over European nations in the matter of 
trade with Mexico, and should not sacrifice 
‘them. Any modification in the proposed 
treaty should be in the direction of complete 
reciprocity. The advantages of such a 
course will 
abundance of. those goods which Mex-

The enormous tariff -charged by 
Mexico on these articles now is almost pro- 
hibitory. A removal of this high tariff 
would vastly increase our trade with the 
Southern Republic. Mexico also would de- 
rive immense benefits from the free importa- 
tions of American goods. It will be absurd, 
therefore, in our legislators to act in any way 
which would tend to keep up the present 
state of things in order'‘tocalm the pretended 
fears of the rabid Pennsylyania protection- 
ists, who affect to believe that the treaty will 
be taken advantage of by other nations to in- 
troduce their goods through Mexico into the 
United States. Mexico maintaius a high 
protective tariff against all foreign goods at 
present, and proposes to continue it. Besides,. 
the few ports at which Mexican goods enter 
this country are carefully. watched. Any 
fraud would be readily~detected. Ipdeed, 
it is safe to assume that more dutiable goods 
are smuggled into this country every year 
through the Port of New York than would 
be smuggled over the Mexican border during 
the proposed term of the treaty with Mexico. 
The objections of the Pennsylvanians are un- 
tenable and not worthy of serious considera- 
tion. The treaty should be promptly accept- 
ed, and if there is any amendment it should 
be in the direction of the fullest freedom of 


trade between the two countries.

TWO EXPLOSIONS. 
A STARTLING SENSATION. 

Loxpox, Oct. 31—2 a, n.—[Special Cable 
Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune.]—London 
had a startling sensation last night. ‘Iwo 
explosions took place almost simultaneously. 
‘Two tunnels .of the: Underground Rallway 
fell. In one many people were injured. In 
the other great damage was caused, The 
wildest rumors are afloat. The English 
papers do not hesitate to attribute the ex- 
plosions to Feniaus. 

“INHUMAN AND DETESTABLE.” 

The Daily Telegraph says this morning: 
“ Fresh agents of destruction are apparently 
at work in the metropolis. Nothing could 
be more inhuman or detestable. Two such 
incidents occurring almost at the same mo- 
ment several miles asunder point distinctly. 
to a plot having for its object wholesale 
assasination,” | 

CHARIRG CROSS STATION. 

A few minutes after 8 a number of passen- 
gers were Waiting at Charing Cross Station. 
Among them was T Tripune correspond- 
ent. The platform was blockaded with per-— 
sons gothg to the Fisheries Exhibition, which 
closes today. There was much good-natured 
jostling and confusion. Suddenly a violent 
shock was felt. The Great Western train 


conductor, who was on the point of entering 
the van, was almost thrown to the ground, 
He describes the reports as of.a discharge of 


artillery. At Westminster the windows 
of the signal-box were completely 
shivered. At Charing Cross a_ low, 
booming noise owas heard, and 


the glass in the roof suddenly fell. On en- 
tering the tunnel it was found that the rails 
had been untouched, but the ballast ‘had 
been disarranged. The signal telegraph- 
‘wires had been taken down. Part of the 
masonry in the tunnel was thrown in ruins 
on the permanent way. Volumes. of black 
‘smoke poured out of the tunnel. 
AT PRAED STREET. 

A few minutes after the Westminster ex- 
plosion the crowds waiting on the platform 
at the Praed Street Station, adjoining the 
Paddington terminus of the Great Western 
Railway, were thrown into a panic by a 
tremendous report, apparently a few yards 
distant. The windows of the refreshment- 
room were shivered to atoms. The young 
women behind the bar shrieked and fainted. 
| There was a general stampede to the street 
above, where in an instant a thousand people 
had collected. 

©HE WOUNDED AND DYING. 

A train had arrived at Praed street from 
the Mansion House afew minutes before 8 
o'clock. ‘Many passengers and people trom 
the country had been spending the day 
at: the Fisneries Exhibition. The train 
had scarcely entered the tunnel-way 
of the Edgware Road when __ the 
explosioncame. There was a loud noise like 
the firing of cannon, then sudden darkness. 
All the gas was extinguished. There was_ 
a breaking of glass and splinters flying in all 
directions. Then came the shrieks of the 
wounded and screams of panic. The stricken 
traiti rushed through the darkness to the 
station. Guards and passengers brought 
help. Many, were carried up-stairs to the 
road’ and taken to St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital. Others walked to the dispensaries and 
chemists’ shops. The rest were badly fright- 

ened, but finished their journey in cabs, 
A COMPLETE WRECK. | 

The first surmise was that an explosion of 
gas had occurred. The chiet-engineer ex- 
amined the wreck. Two third-class carriages 
were shattered. The heavy wood-work of 
the roof, beams, and floor were pulverized. 
From every window and doorway every par- 
ticle of light wood had disappeared. There 
were no signs of a gas explosion. More- 
over the cylinders had been already burning 
seventeen hours, and weré now nearly 
empty. It was then suggested that foul air 
had collected in the tunnel and exploded 
by contact with an -inflammable substance, 
but the officials decided that the disaster was 
caused by an infernal machine. The sleep- 
ers on the line were reduced to match-wood., 
The indentation in the sideof the tunnel 
showed the concentrated force of the ex- 
plosive. Aline right across the arch indi- 
cated the direction which the explosive tray- 
eled. 

FOUT. PLAY. 

Four rockets or dynamite cartridges are 
said to have been found near the spot. 
There is no doubt of the dastardly outrage. ° 

The Daily News sasy:.. It is quite impos- 
sible to avoid the conclusion that the myste- 
rious explosions were caused by foul play, and 
it is quite needless to say that the outrage is 
attributed to the Irish.”’ 

DAVITT’S LUCK. 

Fortu nately for Michael Davitt, who was 
lecturing in St. James’ Hall, the news of 
the explosion was slow in getting abroad. 
The great hall was packed with a demon- 
strative crowd, largely Lrish, and deafening 
cheers greeted the orator as he denounced 
Lord Salisoury and declared that “ private 
right in land was public robbery of the na- 
tion.””’ Had London known what had hap- 
peved in the underground railway the con- 
sequences might have been serious,

Some were dreadfully burned, but more 
prostrated by fright. All the doctors, sur- 
feons, dispensaries in the neighborhood 
were called into requisition. 
THEORIES. 
‘rhe first impression was that an explosion 
of gas caused the disaster, but later inauiries - 
tend to show malice.

THE WAR IN ANNAM, 

A-SPIRITED SCENE IN THE CHAMBER OF 

DEPUTIES—THE INTERPELLATION UPON 
\PHE TONQUIN POLICY. | 

‘Panis, Oct. 30.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Granet. (Extreme Left) inter- 
pellated the Government Upon its poiicy in 
Tonquin and requested an explanation of the 
objects sought to be obtained and the means 
of conducting the expedition in that country. 
Granet pointed out what-were apparent con- 
tradictions existing in the intormation fur- 
nished by the Government, and said, contra- 
ry to official declarations, difficulties had 
been raised by China. M. Granet reproached 
the Government with concealing the ‘facts 
and distrusting the patriotism of the Cham- 
bers. Reverting to the Louree treaty he 
said ©hina has threatened resistance aiid 
there was danger of war. ‘The errors of the 
Government compromised the eountry. . ‘The 
present noment, he declared, was a critical 
one, and France should turn her eyes toward 
the passages of the Vosges. 

Challemel-Lacgur, the Foreign Minister, 
in reply to Mr. Granet, repudiated the idea 
of the Tonquin expedition being an adveh- 
ture. The French were, he said, encounter- 


surmountable. China had availed herself of 
the blockade of the coast of Annam to claim 
her suzerainty, and the home opposition 
had used it. 

At this point the speaker was interrupted 
by M. M. Papon, Clemenceau, and Douville, 
who protested against the remarks. | 

Kesuming, M. Challemel-Lacour said the 
Government had no intention of advancing 
Deon Hud, but it became necessary to strike. 
a resounding blow. ‘the speaker justified 
the occupation of Ilué and the forts, which 
had resulted in the treaty and clearing up of 
the situation. 

The Chamber then took a recess,- -~ 
_ Upon the resumption of the sitting M. 
Challemel-Lacour continued. He said tae 
Government had failed In none of thetr en- 
gagements nor was there any contradiction 
between their acts. In aword, no lmportar 
event had occurred making necessary the . 
early convoking of Parliament, The Fren& | 
were masters of three-fourths of the Red 
River delta, and tne enemy occupied but two 
important places, from which the reénforce- 
wents would dislodge them. All the docu- 
ments necessary had been published, and 
those not published in the Yellow Book 
only showed the inconsistencies of the Chi- 
nese policy. It was clear China never really 


wanted to.gain time, while France had sin- 
cerely endeavored to arrive at an agreement 
accepting a humiliating capitula-, 
tion. 

M. Chaileme!-Lacour said China had never 
recognizedthe Bouree treaty, and no under- 
standing .between France and China had | 
been effected thereon. It was evident China 
‘sought to expel the French from ‘Tonquin. 
‘The Chinese atlength decided to formulate 
propositions demanding the .recognition of 
| their suzerainty and the evacuation of the 
places occupied by the French, but did not 
attempt to discuss the rights conferred on 
France by her treaties with Annam. They 
simply ignored those rights and declared 
Tonauin to be their property and de- 
manded that the French should retire, prom- 
ising to. concede to France a_ position 
similar to twhich she now occupies in 
certain parts‘of China. France sent a reply 
stating what she considered the possibile 
basis of an agreement. ‘The Cabinet. he said, 
still considered the Bouree treaty inadinissa- 
ble, but the constitution of a neutral zone 
between Tonguin and China would create a 
situation advantageous to France. To sum 
up, China demanded a reversion ‘to the 
state of things which existed prior to the 
year 1873. France, he declared, must prose- 
cute firmly and rapidly the work already 
far advanced. “ The negotiatio® with 
China,” he added, “have been only 
interrupted. Let events <-speak for 
themselves. Perhaps the time will come 
when China will be happy to find us still 
ready to examine arrangements compatible 
with France’s interests and, honer, France 
has never departed from the path of firmness _ 
and moderation. ‘(he torce of circeumstafites 
rendered her the representative of the inter- 
ests of all Europe in the East.” 

M. Challemel-Lacour. concluded by declar- 
ing the Chamber had to express confidenc 
‘not in the Government, but in itself; ** for,’ 
added he, “the policy of the Cabinet has 
been indorsed by the Legislature.”’ 

After M. Challiemei-Laecour’s address M, 
Perrin spoke. Hle reproached the Govern- 
ment for not having fulfilled its promises, 
and characterized the ‘Lonquin affair as a- 
mereadventure. Frenchmen, he said, were 
not afraid of war with China, but the neces- 
sity therefor must first be shown,- He 
thought it better to penetrate China by trade 
than by arms. ‘Twenty thousand men were 
required in ‘Tonquin, and it would be im- 
prudent to spare so many Irenchmen in the 
presept situation of affairs in Europe.

Henry Broadhurst, honorary President of 
the conference, demanded complete liberty 
of action and the suppression of coercive co- 
alitions.

THE AERONAUTS. 
RECORD OF A JOURNEY AMONG THE CLOUDS. 
Panis, Oct, 30.—| Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune.|—The following com- 
munication Was received from one of the 
2eronauts in the balloon that‘went up from 
Courbevoie yesterday: “After we left 
Courbevoie yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock 
we plunged into a thick fog, but at an alti- 
tude of 300 yards the sky was fine and bright . 
and the setting sun gave usa brilliant light. 
A sudden expansion of the gas mace us as- 
cend 1,600 metres without having to throw 
out any ballast. 
“Having reached that altitude, I gave a. 
strong pull'to the safety-valve, and almost 
immediately the balloon. descended with a 
certain rapidity, which Lattempted to con- 
trol, in order to see whether Mr. Brisson’s 
apparatus would offer any resistance, or, in 
other words, remain in the air by itself. 
Unfortunately. however, the cable to which 
the apparatus was fixed aid not even bend, 
and consequently the result of the experl- 
ment was entirely unsatisfactory. At about 
600 metres attitude 1 had to regulate our 
descent by throwing out ballast, as 1 was 
afraid to make the land too swiftly; but sud- 
denly, although it was oniy thirty-five min- 
utes past 5 p. m., we were in Cimmerian 
darkness. Under these circumstances it was 
difficult to make choice of a convenient land- 
ing-place. | 
“After trying our luck literally in the 
dark we got caught in some‘trees in a small 
orchard.

The Citizens’ Association held. its annual 
at its rdonis in the Merchants’ 
uilding yesterday afternoon, President A.

THE YEAR’S WORK. 
The Chairman delivered an address on 


what it had failed to accomplish, especially 
during the present and two previous years. . 
‘In 1881 the membership numbered 648; 1882, 
750: 1883, 813. In 1881 the cash received was 
$1,600; 1882, $2,700; 1583, $4,500. The asso- 
ciation, he said, should have a membership 
of 5,000 and anincome o£, $50,000. Speak- 
ing on what the association had done, he did 
not see how our military companies could 
have been maintained without its aid; its 
efforts had largely helped to prevent a cur-

The Secretary ex- 
plained that it had not been prepared in 
time, but that it was now ready for the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and woula be circulated 
as soon as they had considered and approved 
it. its general purport, ne added, was of a 
condemnatory character as to the present

‘The Chairman, in a short speech, said that 
theatres should be limited toa giveu attend- 
ance in proportion to their facilities, and 
legal restrictions to this effect shoyld be ob- 
nined and rigidly enforced. He called on 
the theatre managers present to give their 
opinion on the subject generally, naming 
Mr. John A. Hamlin; of the Grand Opera- 
Liouse, as the first speaker.

Lostes of About Thirty Thousand 
* Dollars by a Fire on the 
North Side. 


The Flames Play Havoc with a Livery- 
Stable and a Large Broom- ~— 
Factory. 
Heavy Conflagration at Homestead, Pa.,—De- 
structive Fires at Several Other 
Points. 


IN CHICAGO. 
SERIOUS BLAZE IN A NORTH SIDE LIVERY- 
STABLE AND BROOM-MANUFACTORY—THE 

TOTAL LOSS NEARLY $30,000. 

The three-story and basement brick build- 
ing at the southeast corner of La Salle ave- 
nue and Onio street took fire last evening 
from so inexplicable cause, resulting in 
quite a Serious conflagration. Mr. A. B. 
West discovered the fire.’ He is connected 
in business with his brother, S. A. West, 
who occupies the basement and ground floor 
of the building as a livery, boarding, and 
sale stable, the business being conducted 
under the firm name of 8S. A. West 
& Co. Mr. West was closing the estab- 
lishment for the night, and detected 
the smoke issuing from the second story, 
which was tenanted by the Chicago Broom- 
Manufacturing Company. At7:44 he turned 
in an alarm from Box 771, and at 8:13 a sec- 
ond alarm followed, which was necessitated 
by the rapidity with which the flames in- 
creased. ‘The combined efforts of nine 
steamers, four hook-and-ladder trucks, and 
two chemical-engines, directed by five Mar- 
shals, was needed to control the fire, and 
that was accomplished only at the expira- 
tion of. hour. 
and third stories—the latter 
pied by -Ludwyche & Gilmore, iman- 
ufacturers of ornamental furniture—were 
stored with bhighly-comtmustible matenal. The 
broom-corn in the second story and the highly- 
seasoned woods on the third tioor offered every 
advantage for a fire, andina few moments the 
tlames bad burst through the roof and upper 
windows, rendering the efforts of the firemen 
extremely perilous. In addition to this the 
smoke was so dense as at times to be stifling, 
even ata distance of a hbalf block from the 
burning building. : 

A STUBBORN FIGUT WITH THE FLAMES. 

The contents of the manufactories occupying 
the upper stories being highly inflammabie, the 
tire was particularly obstinate, and, aided by a 
light wind which was biowing, the tlames would 
leap from one portion - of tne building to 
anoutber, often from its extremities, and when it 
would appear that the tire bad n extin- 
guished in ove locality, and the attention of the 
firemen was directed to another, it would break 
out afresh in the abandoned quarter. At one 
time some machinery in the second story fell 
with a loud crash, creating the momentary im- 
pression that the walis of the building were 
tailing, and greatly alarming a group of men 
who collected in the livery office. A rush was 
made tor thé street, which was gained without 


injury to any. 


The building has a frontage of 100 feet on La 


Salle avenue and eighty-six feet on Ohio street. 
It was one of the first to be be erected after tne 
great tire, at a cost of about $12,000, by Mr. 
George Watson, the present owner, who resides 
in Evanston. The basement and first floor are 
comparatively uninjured except 
which dripped from avove. The walls remain in- 
tact, and, with these exceptions, the structure 
mInmay be said to be en@rely destroyed. The roof 
tellin, and the tloor between the second and 
third sturies was completely burned.

Whbenever paper is 
offered to this bank to purchase the following 
queries are addressed to the maker of the note 
in addition to the usual inquiries: “ State the 
amountof your bilis payable, amount of ac- 
counts payable, amount of mortgages on real 
estate. amount of other liabilities not in- 
cluced in either of above items and of what 
composed.’ Under the head of assets is asked: 
“Vaiue of merecbandise on hand, amount of 
good bills receivable, amount of good accounts 
receivable, cash on hand, value of réal estate, 
amount of other assets. Has your firm or any 
ofits members any pecuniary interest outside 
ot your reguiar business and other than as 
atated above? Do you exchange paper with ur 
indorse tor anybody? How much biils receiv- 
able bave you bearing your indorsement? Is it 
all business paper that will be paid by the mak- 
ers at maturity?”

*“ Has the peach season in your section been a 
prosperous one?” asked a TRIBUNE represeuta- 
tivé yesterday of an extensive grower in tbe 
Michigan fruit-beit, 

“ Well, no,” was the response. “The crop bas 
even been much lighter than was expected.” 

* How is this accounted for?” ; 
“The peach-trees bloomed very full, but the 
were quite two wecks behind the usuA&l time in 
forming the fruit.

* What bas been the quality of the fruit?’ 

“Very interior, generally speaking, owing to 
the contioued rains in the fore partof the sea- 
ronand the drouth in August and September. 
Ir a heavy froet comes the fruit still ungatbered 
will be so injured that it will be uolit tor mar- 
ket, but a light frost will not affect it. ‘Those 
Varieties that bore the best were Amsden's 
June, Mountain Rose, Hale's Early, Jacques’, 
Rare Ripe. and Stanley. They mature iu the ro- 
tation in which I bave given them. ere was 
a reasouably tair profit on the carly varieties, 
considering the unfavorable season. They paid 
us well as could be expected. The late varie- 
ties bave sold very low. Choice fruit of the 
Crawford variety brought only 35 cents a bas- 
ket. Do you want to koow anything about the 
small truits?’’ | 

*Certainly,”” answered the reporter. “Give 
me all the information you can about the crops 
generally.” 

“Small fruits were a partial failure. 
was not more than half a crop, owing to the wet 
and cold, the ing being two_weeks behind 
time. Many strawberry patches4¥e 
ly inundated and the berries ruined just as they 
were ripening. The early cherry-trees were 
full, and there was promise of an abundant 
crop, but the rain rotted the fruit just us it was 
ready to pick. Late cherries did better through 
the dry weathercoming in just when it was 
wanted, aud good prices were realized. There 
was & very poor crop of grapes, the majority of 
the fruit baving been cut off by frost shortly 
before it was ready forthe market. @There is a 


rapid increase of vineyards throughout the 


beit, and the experience of this year has been 
‘a severe blow to cuitivators. The vines are 


very susceptible to frost, ana this season the - 


fruit was ruined ip a single night. 
Apples, both early and tate, have been 
nearer a failure this time than they 


have been for twenty years. This was occasioned 
by the cold north winds while they were in the 
plow. Good apples are worth $1 a bushel at 
bome, and there is not a sufficient crop tosupply 
the demand. eannot affurdtosbip any. 
There has been g’good yield of pears generally, 
and they ha brought high prices, realizing 
Quinces have done re- 
warkably well this year. There are many on 
the trees yet. They will stand an ordinary frost, 
but the visits of the lce King have not yet been 
severe enough to affect late fall truits.

‘LEASED LINES. 
REMARKABLE GROWTH OF THE PRIVATE 
- TELEGRAPH-WIRE ENTERPRISE. 

The longest and probably the busiest private 
telegraph wires in the worid thread this country 
between New York and Chicago; There are 


seven or eignt leased by private firms, besides 


an equal number rented by the city newspapers 
and connecting their offices with the headquar- 
ters of their correspondents ia New York and 
Washington. Considering that the. rental 
charged for each wire isin the neighborhood of 
$20,000 per annum the lavish use made of these 
costly facilities isa striking iillustration of Chi- 
cago's cowr ercial enterprise, which stops at no 
expense. Whena very few years ago the first 
private wire-to New York was leased by a Board 
of Trade firm, the item of rent was considered 
large euough to justify an individual in build- 
ing and maintaining bis own wire in preference 
to paying a fortuve every year for the 
limited use of a leased = one. But, 
after some familiarity with the cost of string- 
ing a 1,000-mile wire, of procurinw rigat of way 
for it, and of maintaining it, it was clear that it 
“was cheaper for firms and individuals to rent 
wires than to build them. The leased wires in 
this city operated—as witbout an exception ail 
are by firms engagedin the grain and railroad 
stocKk-commission business are ail owned Dy one 
ofthe less pretentious teicgraph companies. 
The other two do notitake kindly to the idea of 
wholesaling their Dusiness. Thereis less dis- 
crimination by the. newspapers, their leased 
wires beizg obtained from every company. The 
agreement under which a wire is rented to a 
firm is specitic in ita character, rigidly defining 
the business which shali be transacted and the 
hours during which the wires shailbe at the 
tirm’s disposal. Operators are employed by 
each firm along with the wire. In addition 
to these long wires there are many shorter ones 
connecting down-town offices with the packing- 
houses, manufactories, and rolling-milis which 
they represent... The system, which, atits out- 
Set three years ago, was looked upon as a costly 
luxury, is now regarded by certain lines of busi- 
ness as a necessary adjunct, and the number of 
private wires is limited at present to the utmust 
— of the cumpauies that will furnish 
em.

Such a Demand on the Millis that They 
Siave No Dime to Make Stockiugs, 

Philadelphia News: The overwhelming popu- 
larity of tne “Jersey” waist which Mrs. Langtry: 
introduced into this country is having a disturb- 
ing intluence in the knit-goods and hosiery 
trade this fall. All the milis have been running 
night and day on Jersey cloth, and still the de- 


‘taking up the craze with enthusiasm. The 
American women are not ail like Mra; Langtry, 
whose, bust is famously handsome, but whose 
use for hosiery is _siender. \ They need 
large, warm stockings, and tho mills 

ve not had time to make any. . Nor 

ve they made any gentlemen's underwear. 
Said Mr. George Repplier: ** Making ‘ Jerseys’ 
pays better than making hosiery, and nearly all 
+ the miils bave’ gone into the business. The 
prices obtained are just what one cares to ask, 
for the demand cannot be supplied. ‘There are 
2,00) Jerseys madein this city every day, and 
most of the mills are behind their orders be- 
cause they can't get the worsted. The waists 
range trotn $20 to $60 per dozen for worsted, and 
as jow as $16 for those made of wvol. The most 
popular colors are biack, scarlet, navy-biue, 
garnet, ox-biood, and myrtie-green. They range 
In women’s sizes from twenty-eight to torty- 
tour ioches, two inches to a size, and from six- 
teen to tweaty-eigut inches tor misses. This is 
bust measure.’’ 

* It is probably a good thing that the Jersey is 
populeag’’ said Mr. Rand, “for there were at 
least twenty bosiery-men on the brink of ruin 
wbhu would have tumbled over had it not been 
for thie extraordinary profits of the Jersey craze.

The New York'and New Engiand milis that for- 
merly made underwear. have left that line of 
- goods and gone into Jerseys, determined to get 
their slice of the excitement while it lasts. The 
consequence is, hosiery and underwear are 
about to have their day. The next development 
will be an overproduction of Jerseys. And tnen 
what can save the holders of said goods?’ 

On inquiry at tne counting-house of the larg- 
est manufacturers of worsted and yarns in this 
city it was found that on account of the * Jer- 
sey’’ excitement worsteds had gradually risen 
20 cents a pound. Some mills are working two 
sets of hands and others are working until mid- 
night. The worsted used for Jerseys is all made 
to order, as itis of adifferent twist from that 
used for cloth. The cioth and coating men are 
embarrassed in getting the necessary yarn for 
their looms, as everybody is bidding for the 
yarn. to twist for the Jersey manufacturers. 

It is thought by jobbers that the Jersey craze 
is good for six months longer, and by the end of 
that time the stocking and underwear market 
will be in a condition to keep the mills going 
for another year. The reports from New York, 
both private and by circular, advise jobbers ana 
merchants to buy all the hosiery and underwear 
they are likely to need at once, as prices are 
going to be high and goods scarce. | 


| THE ST, LOUIS STREETS, 

St. Louis Republican: “Isee an allusion in 
this morning's Republican to the splendid 
paving of Michigan avenue in Chicago,”’ said 
Gen. Turner yesterday afternoon to a reporter 
who met him in his office. * Weil, give me the 
same conditions here and I'll give the people a 
boulevard equal to Michigan avenue, and per- 
haps better. The cost of paving that avenue 
was, I believe, an average of $16 per front foot, 
the entire cost betng chargeable to the adjoin- 


ing property-owners. Next, it is maintained 
out of a special tax upon the property-owners 
on that and twoor three other streets in the 
vicinity. The tax there is, 1 suppose, about

2 or $3 per year on eacn  property- 
owner.

had such circumstances. Now Ihave received 
reports from the London MetropolitargBoard of 
Pubiic Works which goto show. that the average 
cost of maintaining macadam paved streets is 
from $5 to $5.30 per square. Now we have in 
St. Louis about 32 miles of streets, and of these 
there are, let us say, about 250 miles which re- 
quire to be kept .in first-class pepair. They 
ought to be kept in first-class order. Now the 
average number of squares to a mile of sixty- 
foot street is about 1.400. Multiply 1,900 squares 
by 250 miles we bave 475,000 squares, to be mac- 
adamized and képt in repairallthetime. Mul- 
tiplying the number of squares by the cost per 
Square, thatis $5.30, we have a cost of $2,612,500 
-peryear. I[can’t get an appropriation like that 
tor the streets.” 


INTERESTING DISCOVERY IN SWITZER- 


An interesting discovery has been made at 
Andermatt, in the Canton of Uri, by some work- 
men who were excavating nearthe old church, 
well known to tourists. While digging they 
suddenly came upon several skeletons, and on 
disturbing them there fell from the lower jaw 
of onetwo gold coins of the reign of Charlies 
VIII. of France, at the end of the fifteenth 
century. Furtber search revealed the presence 
in the bony hand of the skeleton of a piece of 
linen rag in excellent preservation, and on un- 
foiding the rag the men brought to light ten sil- 
ver coins of the sixteenth century, of the time 
of Francois l. of France. It is supposed that 
the gkeleton is that of a soldier, who fought at 
the Sattie of Marignan, and that having stolen 
some tnoney and put the gold coins in his mouth 
for safety, he was immediately after killed on 
the tield.

RAILROAD--FIRE FROM ENGINE—OWNER 


SURED. 


The owner of a quantity of cotton sued a rail- , 


road company for its destruction by a fire 
Caused by sparks escaping from an engine 
through the negligence of the engineer. The 
company fora defense set up that the owner 
had the cotton insured for its fu value, and, 
having been paid the insurance money, 
bac suffered no loss, and, therefor 


bad shown no damages. The  0~»plaint-- 


iff recovered and the company appeaicd. 
The Supreme Court of Texas in this case—Texas 
& Pacific Raiiroad Company vs. Levi—attirmed 
the judgment. Judge Havton,in the opinion, 
said: “If the cotton has been fully paid for by 
the insurance company under policies issued to 
the plaintitfs we cannot perceive how that can 


in any manner affect the liability of the de- 


fendant. Sucb a payment would be the result 
of a contract with which the defendaut has no 
privity, and to which in no respect had it; made 
ecoutribution. If, when the suit was brought, 


insurer, and bad sought to recover for 
its use from the party whose wrongful 
act bad caused the loss, there would 
be reason in such a ciaim.
